The Minutes of the Open Session of December 16, 1987 

Dr. Giguére informed the meeting that the report as recorded under paragraph 6-2 was 
"premature" inasmuch as the Management Information System has not been introduced 
but is under study. 


It was moved and seconded (Groome, Habib) and unanimously RESOLVED: 


THAT the minutes of the Open Session of December 16, 1987, as amended, be 
approved. 


It was moved and seconded (Kenniff, Taylor) and unanimously RESOLVED: 


THAT on the request of the Société Nationale de Fiducie, Series "G" bonds now

covered by twenty-five (25) separate certificates be replaced with the 
equivalent value by issue of eight (8) certificates for $100,000 each and 
three (3) of $25,000 each. 


Mr. Hiltebrandt introduced the amended Constitution of the GSA (BG-88-1-D4). The 
Rector informed the Board that the proposed amendments to the Constitution, instead of 
being referred to a Board Committee, had been examined by himself and his staff, and 
found satisfactory. 


It was moved and seconded (Kenniff, Taylor) and unanimously RESOLVED: 


THAT the Constitution the Graduate Students Association of Concordia 
University, amended October 8, 1987, be approved. 


Report of the Rector 


The Rector made the following announcements: 


1. The Ministry of Higher Education and Science has approved the conceptual plans 
for the downtown library and has granted authorization for the next stage in the 
design process. According to the revised timetable, it is hoped that the call for 
tenders can be made in the fall of 1988. 


2 The Rector has been unable to confirm a meeting with Mr. Robert Bourassa 
concerning Concordia's funding situation. A meeting between Premier Bourassa 
and a delegation from the Board of Governors, including the Rector, had been 
expected to take place in January of this year- Efforts are continuing to have the 
meeting before the end of the month 


3. Dr. Kenniff introduced Me Bérengére Gaudet, recently appointed 
Secretary-General of Concordia. She will begin her duties on February 1, 1988. 


4, The Rector announced that Miss Lucie Beauchemin has been obliged by ill health 
to terminate her employment in the Rector's office. 


5. The Vice-Rector, Academic, accompanied by members of the Faculty of Fine 
Arts, journeyed to Poland last week and concluded an agreement with the Polish 
Ministry of Culture which will involve exchanges of faculty, students and 
materials 


Dr. Fancott announced to the Board that Dr. W. Habashi, Professor in the Department of 
Mechanical Engineering, has been awarded the prestigious E. W. R. Steacie Memorial 
Fellowship by the Natural Sciences and Engineering Research Council. Among Dr. 


Habashi's many accomplishments is the development of computer codes used in 
aerodynamics which have helped establish Canada as an international authority in aviation 
technology. He and his colleagues have also played a significant role in the success of the 
Canadian gas turbine industry.
